MILLIONS IN CLAIMS 


Resulting From Spanish War 
to Be Filed Against the 
United States. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT 


Inform ally Advi.^cd In Som e Instance« 
o f th e A g g reg a te—They Com e From 
B ritish , F ren ch and G erm an R esi­ 
den ts o f C uba—No P rovision In th e 
T reaty F or T heir R ecogn ition. 


Washington, May 15.—The state de­ 
partment has been informally advised 
that claims aggregating a considerable 
amount have been inado by British, 
French and German residents in Cuba 
during the recent insurrection, and that 
these altimately will be pressed against 
the United States government. 
The 
claims themselves have uot yet been 
presented, but are being collected by the 
several foreign offices as the claimants 
send them in. 
In some cases schedules 
have beeu made, and the aggregate 
stated to the authorities here. 
The 
French claims aggregate between 12,- 
100,000 and 15,000,000 francs. 
The Ger­ 
man slaims are understood to be slightly 
under those of the French, while the 
British claims are said to be consider­ 
ably more than the French or German. 
These foreign claims are quite dis­ 
tinct from those of citizens of the United 
States, originally against Spain, for 
damages sustained in Cuba daring the 
insurrection. 
The peace treaty specfiic- 
ally provided for these American claim­ 
ants, releasing Spain and stating that 
tho United States would make such set­ 
tlement as was proper. 
Under this 
clause claims aggregating several mil­ 
lions have been filed. 
No provision, 
however, was made by the treaty for 
foreign claimants, and there appears to 
be much doubt as to who is liable since 
the sovereignty over Cuba has passed 
out of the hands of Spain. 
The United 
States haviug undertaken to look after 
the American claimants, the foreigners 
are denrous of being treated in the same 
manner. 
It was stated at one of the foreign es­ 
tablishments there was no disposition to 
push the claims unduly, but to bring 
them to the attention of the United 
States government In order fliat the 
question of liability might Ik* determ­ 
ined and s?* h relief granted as the 
merits of the cases warranted. 
It is ap­ 
preciated in these foreign quarters that 
payments will be largely a matter of 
discretion with the United States, as 
the obligation to look after the Ameri­ 
can claimant« was assumed voluntarily 
and there is no obligation, either in the 
treaty or on general principles of law 
for assuming the claims growing out of 
Spain's inability to maintain order in 
Cuba during the period of Spanish rule 
These foreigu claims cover damages 
to plantations, personal property, etc., 
of French, British and German resi­ 
dents of Cuba, and are not connected 
with the bonded debt of Cuba iu foreign 
n&nds, which debt was assumed by 
Spain.

gCertainly the British legation in Pekin 
nad do previous knowledge that such a 
propo-'ul was com ng from St. Peters­ 
burg. 
The concession asked for would 
ruin the existing northern railways, in 
which British capital to the amount of 
£2,000,000 is invested, but there seems 
to be no alternative route, without in­ 
terfering with the plans for railway ex­ 
tension which tho Chinese themselves 
have iu mind. 
It is believed that Russia's action in 
this matter is intended to demonstrate 
to the world that the recent convention 
with Great Britain resistin g spheres

Hot rent—Captain Young and An­ 
other Scout Wounded and Taken to 
Manila—Dewey'a H om ed > oiling. 


Manila, May 15.—The civilian mem­ 
bers of the United States Philippine 
cx> in mi Awl on are favorable to the meeting 
with a Filipino commission, which watt 
suggested Saturday on behalf of Aguin­ 
aldo, by Lieutenant Ret jeu of the staff 
of General Gregorio Del Pilar, who 
came to General Lawton under a flog of 
truce, bearing the proposal. It is thought 
by the American commissioner-, that the 
idea may have resulted from a recent 
meeting of the socalled Filipino congress 
at San Lad or. 
Definite information cm 
this point, however, cannot yet be ob­ 
tained, though the local Filipino com­ 
mittee, which is in close communica­ 
tion with the leaders of the rebellion, is 
doing its utmost to secure peace. 
Tea members of Major General Law­ 
ton's band of scouts, under William 
Young, the old Indian fighter, entered 
the town of San Miguel, about 15 miles 
north of Nor** agarav, not aware of 
what place it was. They found SOO Fili­ 
pinos then-, bat the rebels, taking the 
•emits few the advance of General Law­ 
ton's army, fled, atter firing a few shots. 
Young and another scout were woaud* d, 
and have been brought to Marilla.

Ninth infantry and a mountain battery 
of sn guns hav * Leon *«-ut to the frout. 
Tbit uniform quiet now prevailing in 
Manila hat led the ant hon ties to relax 
the rule nuder which the city streets

Informally Add led In Home Instances 
o f the Aggregate—They Come From 
British, French and German Beal 
dents of Cuba— No Provision In the 
Treaty For Their Becognitlon. 


W ashington, May 15.—The state de 
butm ent has been informally advised 
that claims aggregating a considerable 
amount have been made by British, 
French and German residents in Caba 
daring the recent insurrection, and that 
these ultimately will be pressed against 
the United States government. 
The 
claims themselves have not yet been 
presented, but are being collected by the 
several foreign offices as the claimants 
send them in. 
In some cases schedules 
have been made, aud the aggregate 
stated to the authorities here. 
The 
French claims aggregate bet Wien 12, 
100,000 and 15,000,000 francs. 
The Ger­ 
man ©hums are understood to be slightly 
under those of the French, while the 
British claims are said to be consider­ 
ably more than the French or German 
These foreign claims are quite dis­ 
tinct from those of citizens of the United 
States, originally against Spain, for 
damages sustained in Cuba during the 
insurrection. 
The peace treaty specific 
ally provided for these American claim­ 
ants, releasing Spain and stating that 
the United States would make such set 
tlement as was proper. 
Under this 
clause claims aggregating several mil 
lions have been filed. 
No provision, 
however, was made by the treaty for 
foreign claimants, and there appears to 
be much doubt as to who is liable since 
the sovereignty over Cuba has passed 
out of the hands of Spain. 
The United 
States having undertaken to look after 
the American claimants, the foreigners 
are desirous of being treated in the same 
manner. 
It Wits stated at one of the foreign es­ 
tablishments there was no disposition to 
push the claims unduly, but to bring 
them to the attention of th© United 
States government in order (lait the 
question of liability might be determ­ 
ined and such relief granted as the 
merits of the casts warranted, 
It is ap 
predated in these for* igu quarters that 
payments will be largely a m atter of 
discretion w ith the United States, as 
the obhgat ion to look after the Amen 
can claimants was assumed voluntarily 
aud there is no obligation, either in the 
treaty or on general principles of law 
for assuming the claims growing out of 
Spam's inability to maintain order in 
Cuba during the period of Spanish rule. 
These foreign claim* cover damages 
to plantation*, personal property, etc., 
of French, British and German resi­ 
dents of Cuba, aud an* not connected 
with the bonded debt of Cuba rn foreign 
nands, which debt was assumed by 
Spain. 


Bange o f This Mammoth Firearm 
Will Kxocod Fifteen Miles. 
Washington, May 15.—Th© ordnance 
jfflcers of the war department are of the 
©pinion that tho great 10-inch gun now 
boing constructed at tho W atervliet ar­ 
senal will be mounted and ready for 
trial by the early fall. This is the great­ 
est piece of ordnance ever manufactured 
in this country, and it is three inches 
larger than the heaviest gun in use in 
tho navy—the 18-inch guns on the bat­ 
tleships. 
The army rifle is intended as 
a part of the defense of New York har­ 
bor. 
The manufacture of this great gun is 
in the nature of an experiment, and un­ 
less its success Is fully demonstrated by 
practical tests, there is no probability of 
its duplication. 
The nickel steel ingot 
from which the main tube is constructed 
alone weighs 222,HOO pounds. 
Its diam­ 
eter is 74 inches and its length, inclnd 
ing the sink head, 109 inches. 
The cost 
of the gun so far in its crude shape has 
amounted to over #70,000.

ished its total cost will be #150,000. The 
estimated muzzle velocity is 1,975 feet a 
second. 
The penetration in steel will 
be 83.8 inches at a distance of two 
miles.
